To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  31st  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1964. 

The  comparison  of  this  year’s  vital  statistics  with  those  of  the 
previous  year  show  the  population  has  increased  by  460  persons. 
Births  have  increased  by  61,  deaths  were  29  fewer.  There  was  a 
marginal  increase  in  the  birth,  infant  mortality,  tuberculosis  case 
incidence  and  maternal  death  rates,  with  a similar  decrease  in  the 
still  birth  and  neo-natal  death  rates.  The  general  death  rate 
remained  static. 

The  thirtieth  anniversary  of  the  Camborne-Redruth  Urban 
District  Council  falls  this  year  and  it  is  of  value  to  recall  the 
development  of  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

Dr.  Rivers  in  his  preface  to  the  first  report  of  the  newly  formed 
Urban  District  in  1934  gave  a brief  historical  introduction  referring 
to  the  centenary  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act  1835,  which 
created  local  governing  bodies  to  cope  with  the  problems  of  dirt, 
crime,  disease,  and  disorder  left  by  the  industrial  revolution,  and 
also  the  Poor  Law  Commission  1834  which  set  in  motion  sanitary 
reforms.  He  continues  : — 

“The  first  Public  Health  Act  1848  was  passed  in  the  face  of 
great  opposition  ; but  such  great  improvements  have  been  effected 
since  the  passing  of  this  Act  that  it  is  difficult  for  us  to  realise  the 
horrible  conditions  in  which  the  populous  were  living  before 
Chadwick  awakened  the  nation  to  their  existence  and  to  their 
deadly  influence.” 

By  way  of  example  Dr.  Rivers  cites  the  following  incident  of 
local  interest. 

“ In  Redruth,  during  the  week  ending  October  10th,  1849, 
thirty-two  persons  died  from  malignant  cholera,  two  from  English 
cholera  and  one  from  choleraic  diarrhoea.  The  outbreak,  we  are 
told,  was  followed  by  a fearful  epidemic  of  smallpox  which  caused 
seventy-five  deaths  in  Redruth  during  the  next  few  months.” 

The  Board  of  Guardians  (The  Union),  with  their  Poor  Law 
Medical  Officers  as  advisers,  continued  to  be  the  local  Sanitary 
Authority  until  the  passing  of  the  second  Public  Health  Act  in  1872. 
In  1894  a Local  Government  Act  created  the  Urban  District  Council 
of  Camborne,  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Redruth  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Redruth,  the  immediate  ancestors  of  the  newly  found 
Camborne-Redruth  Urban  District  Council. 

The  Royal  Commission  on  Local  Government  in  1928  stated  :- 

“ There  are  at  present  authorities  who  cannot  efficiently  dis- 
charge the  functions  entrusted  to  them  and  a review  of  areas  should 
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be  undertaken  in  order  to  see  how  far  ineffective  units  can  be 
eliminated  by  organisation.” 

The  directive  to  the  County  Council  stated  : — 

“ There  has  been  a most  effective  power  to  review  and  modify 
the  boundaries  of  the  smaller  areas  of  Sanitary  Government  first 
delineated  in  1872,  and  to  re-allocate  responsibility  for  the  proper 
working  of  important  health  services.” 

At  an  enquiry  held  at  Truro  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
proposal  was  opposed  by  the  three  Councils  concerned.  Dr.  Rivers 
comments  : — 

“ Although  a large  number  of  residents,  long  accustomed  to 
their  separate  local  Councils,  regarded  the  act  of  amalgamation  with 
disapproval,  the  opinion  is  gradually  prevailing  among  them  that, 
after  all,  it  may  have  been  a wise  act  and  will  make  for  the  benefit 
of  the  whole  area.” 

The  similarity  of  the  views  and  events  of  the  early  thirties  and 
those  of  the  mid  sixties  when  further  local  government  boundary 
change  is  proposed  is  very  striking. 

Comparative  Rates 

The  graphs  on  pages  23,  24  and  25  give  the  comparison  between 
the  Camborne-Redruth  Urban  District,  Cornwall  County  Council, 
and  England  and  Wales  rates  for  the  period  1935-1964. 

The  Infant  Death  graph  illustrates  the  downward  trend  of  the 
national  figure  over  this  period,  despite  a temporary  reversal  of  this 
trend  during  the  early  years  of  the  second  World  War  ; from  1948 
this  trend  has  continued  steadily  year  by  year.  The  County  figures 
follow  this  national  decline  at  a slightly  lower  figure. 

The  same  trend  is  apparent  in  the  District  Council’s  figures 
except  for  a wider  variation  in  the  annual  figures  which  is  to  be 
expected  because  of  the  small  population. 

The  important  fact  is  that  whereas  in  1935,  34  infants  in  every 
1 ,000  births  died  before  they  reached  the  age  of  one  year,  this  figure 
in  1964  is  15.  This  is  a direct  result  of  improved  ante  and  post  natal 
care,  management  of  labour,  control  of  infection,  care  of  the  new- 
born, and  health  education  of  expectant  parents. 

As  in  1935,  infection  is  still  the  principal  cause  of  infant  deaths 
(a  rise  from  35%  of  total  infants  deaths  to  64%  in  1964)  followed 
by  prematurity  (a  rise  from  35%  to  40%).  In  1935  17.5%  of  infant 
deaths  were  due  to  marasmus  ; these  deaths  were  brought  about  by 
inadequate  care  and  feeding  of  small  babies  and  do  not  appear  as 
a cause  of  infant  deaths  in  1964.  There  is  still  preventable  loss  of  life 
in  the  newborn  and  these  babies  can  only  be  saved  by  still  more 
research  and  its  intensive  application  to  the  family  expecting  a baby. 

The  trend  of  the  birth  rate  in  the  Urban  District  follows  closely 
that  of  the  C ounty  and  the  rest  of  the  country.  Over  the  same  period 
Camborne-Redruth  and  Cornwall  County  death  rates  have  followed 
a parallel,  but  higher,  rate  than  the  national  average. 
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Census  Reports 

The  Reports  of  1951  and  1961  underlined  the  changes  in  the 
area  in  the  post  war  era.  The  intercensal  increase  in  population  was 
287  persons.  While  the  pre-school  (0 — 4 years)  remained  static  and 
the  school  group  (5 — 14  years)  rose  slightly  in  1961,  there  was  a 
drop  in  the  worker  group  (15—64  years)  from  66%  of  the  popula- 
tion in  1951  to  64.8%  in  1961.  The  retired  group  (65  + ) rose  from 
12.2%  to  14%  in  1961.  The  following  table  shows  the  improvement 
in  living  conditions  since  1951  : —

Both  in  1951  and  1961  there  was  a greater  absence  of  all 
amenities  except  for  the  provision  of  cold  water  taps,  and  in  1951 
water  closets,  and  a greater  density  of  occupation  in  the  Urban 
District  compared  with  the  aggregate  for  Municipal  Boroughs  and 
Urban  Districts  and  the  County  as  a whole.  It  will  be  seen  that  in 
1951  1.1%  of  all  families  in  the  Urban  District  shared  a dwelling 
compared  with  0.4%  in  1961. 

Employment 

The  most  important  development  in  the  Urban  District  since 
the  War  has  been  the  attraction  of  Industry  to  the  new  Industrial 
Site  at  Pool.  During  the  years  of  depression  the  monthly  average  of 
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unemployment  was  3.011  in  1933,  3,209  in  1932  and  2,951  in  1931. 
In  1935  the  monthly  average  was  2,200.  The  industries  with  the 
greatest  number  of  persons  unemployed  were  : — building  (mostly 
unskilled  workers),  works  of  construction,  transport  (relatively  few), 
boot  trade,  tin  smelting,  tin  mining,  distributing  trades,  hotel  service 
and  knitting. 

In  December  1964  the  number  of  skilled,  semi-skilled  and  un- 
skilled workers  unemployed  was  549  out  of  an  estimated  number  of 
15,124  insured  employees. 

A major  factor  in  continued  prosperity  in  the  area  must  be  the 
retention  of  adequate  transport  systems  by  road  and  rail  to  other 
centres  of  population  in  the  country. 

Infectious  Diseases 

In  1934  protection  against  diphtheria  and  smallpox  was  avail- 
able ; now  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  protection  is 
available  in  one  vaccine,  smallpox  protection  continues,  a tuber- 
culosis vaccine  and  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  are  in  general  use. 
A measles  vaccine  is  undergoing  trials.  In  the  future  a single 
multiple  vaccine  will  give  protection  against  a number  of  diseases. 

During  the  period  1935-1946  streptococcal  infection  (scarlet 
fever  and  erysipelas),  diphtheria,  pneumonia,  puerperal  pyrexia  and 
respiratory  tuberculosis  were  the  diseases  most  consistently  notified. 
No  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  since  1947  which  is  largely 
due  to  the  immunisation  programme.  Scarlet  fever  has  declined 
steadily  since  the  end  of  the  war  and  there  has  been  a fall  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  erysipelas  since  1950  : pneumonia  notifications 
have  remained  constant  throughout  the  30  years. 

The  case  incidence  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  remained  con- 
stant between  1935  and  1959.  the  five  year  means,  excluding  the  war 
period  1940-44,  being  33,  35.  36  and  34  cases.  The  five  year  mean 
1960-1964  was  17.  Similarly  five  year  means  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  from  1935-1964  were  9,  5,  7,  4and  3. 

In  1935,  80%  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notifications  occurred 
in  the  age  group  15-44  years,  38%  of  which  were  in  the  age  group 
25-34  years.  This  year  47%  of  cases  occurred  in  persons  over  55 
years  of  age. 

Sanitation 

In  the  section  on  sanitation  the  first  Annual  Report  of  the 
Urban  District  quotes  the  first  report  written  by  Dr.  Permewan  in 
1911  on  the  disposal  of  sewage  in  the  villages  of  Lanner,  Carharrack 
and  St.  Day.  About  St.  Day  he  says  : — 

Here  is  a village  of  closely  built  houses,  some  of  them  of 
infer  ior  type.  There  is  a sewage  system  of  the  old  stone  built  type, 
evidently  constructed  some  years  ago.  It  works  fairly  well  but 
lequires  very  regular  attention  and  the  outfall  is  crude  in  character.” 
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Dr.  Rivers  goes  on  to  comment : — 

“ The  chief  objection  to  the  method  of  disposal  of  sewage  is 
the  absence  of  water.  The  culvert  cannot  be  Hushed  except  by  storm 
water  or  slop  water.  During  recent  years,  although  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions of  St.  Day  have  remained  unchanged,  the  general  appear- 
ance of  the  village  has  very  greatly  improved.” 

While  lack  of  money,  following  the  decline  of  copper  mining 
100  years  ago,  denied  St.  Day  a piped  water  supply  until  1948,  there 
was  to  be  a further  delay  in  the  construction  of  a water  carriage 
sewage  system  and  treatment  plant.  Work  commenced  on  this 
scheme  in  May  1965. 

During  the  life  of  the  Urban  District  Council  water  carriage 
sewage  systems  have  been  extended  to  villages  and  townships  but 
coastal  discharge  of  untreated  sewage  still  remains. 

In  the  next  decade  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a relatively  cheap  form 
sewage  sterilization  and  treatment  can  be  introduced  to  rid  this 
country’s  beaches  and  estuaries  of  one  form  of  present  day  pollu- 
tion. While  in  the  past  there  has  been  no  convincing  evidence  of 
spread  of  infection  by  sewage  pollution  of  the  sea,  change  of 
population  and  change  of  habits  may  mean  this  will  not  necessarily 
apply  in  the  future. 

Housing 

The  Urban  District  owned  176  houses  in  1934  and  erected  278 
in  the  following  year.  The  change  of  character  of  the  work  on 
housing  can  be  seen  thus  : —

Notwithstanding  the  improved  general  standard  of  housing 
much  remains  to  be  done  in  house  improvement  and  the  clearance 
of  200  houses  which  cannot  be  made  habitable  at  a reasonable  cost. 

In  spite  of  1,359  Council  houses  being  erected  since  the  end  of 
World  War  II  the  demand  for  caravans  as  permanent  dwellings 
increased.  The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
1960,  laid  down  standards  of  general  lay  out,  density  and  sanitary 
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services  ; 44  licensed  sites  containing  316  caravans  are  situated 
within  the  Urban  District  but  there  are  about  60  caravans  still 
occupying  unlicensed  sites  with  inadequate  sanitary  arrangements. 

The  control  of  temporary  and  mobile  structures  used  for  hous- 
ing was  not  very  effective  till  the  passing  of  the  above  Act.  Even  so, 
the  housing  shortage  and  uncontrolled  caravan  rents  mean  that  the 
caravan  dweller  is  at  a disadvantage  to  the  householder  as  most 
owners  charge  rents  equal  to  or  higher  than  current  Council  house 
rents. 


Food  Inspection

In  1963,  the  peak  year  for  slaughter  of  animals  in  the  Urban 
District,  173,252  passed  through  the  slaughterhouses  of  which 
168,197  were  inspected.  This  kill  represents  24%  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  in  Cornwall. 

In  1964  food  supplies  were  monitored  for  radiation  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food.  This  reached  significant 
proportions  in  most  raw  foods  during  the  early  1960’s,  as  a result 
of  the  increase  in  background  radiation  resulting  from  the  testing 
of  nuclear  devices  in  the  atmosphere.  A further  cause  for  public 
concern  in  present  day  food  supplies  is  the  use  of  antibiotics, 
hormone  preparations  and  chemicals  in  the  intensive  cultivation  of 
many  crops  and  the  rearing  of  animals  for  human  consumption.  It 
cannot  be  conclusively  demonstrated  that  there  will  not  be  long 
term  hazards  to  health  from  uncontrolled  use  of  these  methods. 

As  an  all  round  food,  milk  is  an  indispensable  item  of  diet  but 
if  mishandled  it  becomes  a danger  to  health,  as  it  is  an  excellent 
media  for  the  growth  of  germs.  In  the  past  tuberculosis,  scarlet  fever 
and  diphtheria  were  contracted  in  man  through  infected  milk 
supplies.  Nowadays  this  does  not  occur  due  to  pasteurisation  of 
milk  and  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle,  but  over  the  years 
little  change  has  occurred,  in  the  prevalence  of  brucellosis  in  herds 
and  milk.  A survey  of  brucellosis  in  British  Dairy  herds  was  carried 
out  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  in  1960/61. 
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This  random  country-wide  sample  of  2,831  dairy  herds  com- 
prised an  estimated  74,000  cows.  Each  herd  had  an  output  of  at 
least  500  gallons  of  milk  per  month,  and  tests  on  milk  can  samples 
were  used  to  indicate  disease  in  the  herd.  The  Report  estimated  that 
25,000  to  30,000  dairy  herds,  and  66,000  cows  in  these  herds  in 
England,  Scotland  and  Wales  were  infected  with  brucella. 

As  a region  Cornwall  and  Devon  had  26%  herds  infected 
compared  with  the  two  highest  regions  (Somerset,  Dorset  and  Wilt- 
shire 29.5%  and  the  West  Midlands  29.6%). 

An  efficient  scheme  of  eradication  is  urgently  required  to 
prevent  the  disease  occurring  in  persons  dealing  with  infected  cattle 
and  drinkers  of  untreated  milk. 

Milk  from  the  retail  producers  in  the  Urban  District  sampled 
in  the  last  eighteen  months  showed  no  evidence  of  brucellosis,  but 
repeated  sampling  is  necessary  as  infected  animals  can  be  introduced 
into  herds  unwittingly. 

Dr.  Rivers  concluded  the  first  Annual  Report  of  the  Urban 
District  thus  : — 

“ In  matters  of  Public  Health  we  live  in  a better  world  than 
that  of  our  fathers.” 

The  same  can  be  said  of  thirty  years  on. 

In  1964  the  Preventative  Health  Service  within  the  setting  of  a 
comprehensive  National  Health  Service  is  concerned  with  such  com- 
munity health  problems  as  : grant-aided  dwelling  house  improve- 
ment ; pulverisation  of  refuse ; efficient  treatment  of  sewage ; 
infected  and  adulterated  food  supplies  ; smoking  and  lung  cancer  ; 
fluoridation  of  water  supplies  and  dental  caries  ; continuing  toll  of 
home  and  road  accidents  causing  disability  and  misery  ; screening 
of  age  groups  at  risk  for  incipient  disease  such  as  diabetes  and 
cancer ; and  comprehensive  home  care  for  the  elderly.  Each 
individual  must  be  made  aware  of  the  benefit  to  himself  of  these 
projects.  This  brings  us  back  to  the  problem  of  health  education 
which  could  well  be  renamed  health  investment. 

In  presenting  my  fifth  Annual  Report  for  your  district  I wish  to 
express  my  thanks  for  the  support  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, Members  of  the  Committee,  Officers  of  the  Council,  and 
for  the  work  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the 
Area  Health  Office.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  the  31st 
December,  1964. 

In  view  of  new  legislation  requiring  100%  meat  inspection,  it 
was  decided  to  train  two  young  men  from  the  local  meat  trade,  to 
qualify  as  Authorised  Meat  Inspectors.  After  an  intensive  course  of 
instruction  one  trainee  qualified  in  December,  1964,  and  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  other  qualified  early  in  1965.  The  two 
qualified  officers  should  assist  materially  in  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Shops,  Offices  and  Railway  Premises 
Act  it  was  decided  to  appoint  and  train  a young  man  from  the  build- 
ing trade  for  this  work.  He  spent  some  six  months  during  the  year 
on  Offices  and  Shops  inspections,  and  he  carried  out  his  duties  in  a 
most  creditable  manner.  The  Council  are  thus  encouraging  local 
men  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  given  me  full  support  in 
the  new  method  of  manning  the  department  — new,  at  least,  in  this 
area. 


I am  indebted  to  the  following  officers  for  information  and  data 
which  have  been  included  under  the  sections  “ Water”  and  “ Hous- 
ing ” in  the  report  ; Mr.  L.  V.  Ockford,  Water  Engineer,  Camborne 
Water  Company,  Mr.  D.  H.  Phillips,  M.I.Mun.E.,  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer  to  the  Council,  and  Mr.  J.  Lenten, 
Housing  Officer  to  the  Council.

2.  Physical  and  Social  Conditions 

(a)  Description  of  the  Area 

The  Urban  District  Council  of  Camborne-Redruth  was 
established  on  the  1st  April,  1934,  by  the  amalgamation  of  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Redruth  and  Camborne  together  with  parts  of 
the  parishes  of  Wendron,  lllogan  and  Gwennap  in  the  Rural  District 
of  Redruth. 

It  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape  having  the  sea  as  its  North 
boundary.  Through  the  middle  of  the  area  and  parallel  to  the  coast 
runs  the  main  road  and  rail  connections  with  Penzance  and  Truro. 
Ribbon  development  has  taken  place  along  the  A. 30  road  between 
the  townships  of  Camborne  and  Redruth.  Other  centres  of  popula- 
tion are  Portreath,  St.  Day,  Carharrack,  Lanner,  Troon  and  Beacon. 
Of  recent  years  there  has  been  industrial  development  around  Pool. 


(b)  County  Review  of  Boundaries 

Section  28  of  the  Local  Government  Act  1958  gave  Cornwall 
County  Council  the  task  of  reviewing  the  existing  county  districts. 
By  1964  the  tentative  proposals  of  the  County  Council  for  the  re- 
organisation of  the  county  districts  were  being  studied,  30  years 
after  the  last  review. 

These  recommendations  reduced  the  number  of  county  districts 
from  30  to  14.  all  but  2 of  which  would  have  a population  in  excess 
of  20,000,  and  7 would  be  over  25,000.  Camborne-Redruth  Urban 
District  would  remain  virtually  unaltered,  but  would  still  be  the 
largest  county  district  in  the  County. 


(c)  Employment  in  the  Area 

Mr  F.  L.  Robinson,  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange, 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  relating  to  employ- 
ment, unemployment,  disablement  and  rehabilitation  in  the  area.

One  third  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  time  is  devoted  to 
the  Personal  Health  Services  which  are  the  function  of  No.  2 Area 
Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Cornwall  County  Council. 


(b)  History  of  Administration 

Dr.  Charles  Rivers,  Bacteriologist  at  Redruth  Hospital,  had 
been  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Redruth  Rural  District 
Council  since  1916,  when  the  new  Camborne-Redruth  Urban 
District  Council  came  into  being.  He  was  appointed  the  first  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Two  full-time  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  appointed, 
Mr.  Taphouse  (Western  Area)  and  Mr.  Nairn  (Eastern  Area).  When 
Mr.  Taphouse  died  in  1944.  Mr.  C.  F.  Baxter  succeeded  him  as 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  1946  Dr.  Rivers  retired  and  made  the  following  remarks 
about  staffing  : “ Excluding  meat  and  food  inspection,  there  is  in 

this  large  area  abundant  work  requiring  the  services  of  three 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  of  whom  one  should  be  chief 

Dr.  Pollok,  General  Practitioner  at  Pool,  succeeded  Dr.  C. 
Rivers  as  the  temporary  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  until 
1948,  when  the  present  Area  Health  administration  came  into  being 
as  the  result  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

In  1948  the  population  of  the  three  county  districts  in  Area  2 
was  60.600  (Helston  Borough  5.400,  Camborne-Redruth  Urban 
District  35,500  and  Kerrier  Rural  19,700).  The  old  Council  Offices 
at  Station  Hill,  Redruth,  became  the  Health  Area  Office  and  Clinic. 
The  work  of  the  office  has  two  functions,  the  environment  work  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  three  Sanitary  Authorities,  and 
the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  County  Council  services  deal- 
ing with  : Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children,  Midwifery, 
Health  Visiting,  Prevention  of  Illness,  Home  Help,  Ambulance, 
Mental  Health  and  Welfare.  The  original  staff  in  1948  was  the  Area 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer, 
Ambulance  Officer,  Chief  Clerk  and  Mental  Health  Officer  and 
three  Clerks.  This  staff  has  now  expanded  to  those  listed  above. 

The  Area  Health  Office  moved  to  a new  building  in  Camborne, 
which  also  included  a Health  Clinic  and  a Nurse’s  Flat  in  October

The  bulk  of  refuse  collected  from  households  during  the  year 
continued  to  increase  as  did  the  number  of  households  from  which 
refuse  had  to  be  collected,  in  view  of  the  building  of  dwellings  which 
continues  year  by  year.  We  now  find  that  in  many  cases  a household 
cannot  contain  the  whole  of  their  weekly  refuse  in  a dustbin  and 
cardboard  boxes,  packages,  etcetera,  are  common  at  many  pro- 
perties. This  provides  extra  work  for  the  men  and  in  wet  weather 
the  handling  of  cardboard  boxes  is  difficult  and  unsatisfactory,  but 
a satisfactory  solution  has  not  been  forthcoming.  These  boxes  and 
packages  tend  to  cause  spillage  when  lifted  and  removed  to  the 
vehicle  and  frequently  the  bottoms  of  the  boxes  are  insecure  so  that 
the  man  is  left  handling  an  empty  shell  when  he  lifts  it  from  the 
garden  or  path. 

During  the  year  another  larger  type  refuse  vehicle  with  a 
mechanical^ press  was  brought  into  operation,  taking  the  place  of  a 
seven  cubic  yard  side  loading  Karrier  vehicle.  Within  the  next  year 
or  so  all  the  normal  vehicles  operating  on  house  refuse  will  be  of 
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this  type  and  although  each  new  vehicle  provides  more  and  more 
capacity  we  are  still  finding  difficulty  in  containing  the  household 
refuse  week  by  week  in  the  vehicles  provided. 

One  of  the  larger  estate  developments  in  the  Camborne  area 
proposed  to  use  refuse  sacks  rather  than  refuse  bins  but  the  Council 
after  very  careful  consideration  to  this  matter  decided  to  ask  for  the 
provision  of  dustbins  and  not  paper  sacks.  Although  paper  sacks 
have  certain  advantages  1 doubt  if  they  will  hold  as  much  as  an 
ordinary  size  dustbin  and,  of  course,  the  paper  sacks  have  to  be 
renewed  week  by  week  at  the  expense  of  the  ratepayers  and  until 
a proper  collection  of  sacks  could  be  instituted  throughout  the  area 
it  would  hardly  seem  worth  starting  with  a very  small  area  of  say 
one  hundred  houses.  The  Council  has  decided  not  to  augment  a 
container  system  of  this  nature  for  the  time  being. 


(f)  Rodent  Control 

SEWER  INFESTATIONS: 

The  treatment  of  sewers  for  rat  infestation  was  carried  out  by 
test  baiting  in  the  Spring  followed  by  a maintenance  treatment  with 
a further  maintenance  treatment  in  the  Autumn.

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SURFACE  INFESTATIONS  : 

We  continued  the  normal  practice  of  treating  domestic  premises 
free  and  making  a charge  for  any  treatment  which  was  carried  out 
on  business  premises.  Many  of  the  business  premises  entered  into  a 
contract  for  the  supervision  of  the  premises  for  rats  and  mice 
throughout  the  year  and  this  was  successful,  in  that  regular  visits 
were  made  to  these  premises  so  that  any  sign  of  rat  infestation  was 
dealt  with  before  a major  infestation  had  a chance  to  form.

Health  Education  is  a function  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority 
under  Section  179  Public  Health  Act.  1936,  and  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946. 

Posters  and  leaflets  were  displayed  in  clinics,  doctors’  surgeries, 
and  on  Council  notice  boards. 

The  programme  of  talks  for  mothers  and  parents  continued  in 
the  clinics  throughout  the  year. 

The  Redruth  Health  Club  has  a membership  of  51,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  20,  meeting  weekly  for  discussion,  talks  or 
films  on  all  aspects  of  Health,  both  mental  and  physical.  Subjects 
have  included  Child  Care,  Handicapped  Children,  Family  Life, 
Child  Health  and  Pre-School  Play  Groups. 
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A Health  Club  was  formed  in  January  1964  at  Camborne.  It 
now  has  a membership  of  73,  with  an  average  attendance  of  33, 
meeting  once  a month.  Talks  given  during  the  year  covered  a variety 
of  subjects  such  as.  Care  of  Teeth,  Beauty  Culture,  Orthopaedic 
Care,  Structure  of  Medical  Services,  Diet  and  Economics,  Child 
Psychology  and  a Knitting  Demonstration.

This  area  is  supplied  by  the  Camborne  Water  Company. 

The  rainfall  registered  at  the  Boswyn  reservoir  was  39.67  inches. 
This  amount  is  well  below  the  yearly  average.  Supplies  were  main- 
tained throughout  the  year  and  no  restrictions  were  imposed.  The 
total  quantity  of  water  supplied  was  432,000,000  gallons,  an  increase 
of  20,000,000  gallons  over  the  previous  year. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  at  the  Penponds  Station  was 
257,000,000  gallons  of  which  1 13,000,000  gallons  were  taken  from 
the  Barripper  stream. 

The  average  daily  consumption  was  1,183,000  gallons,  giving 
an  average  per  head  of  population  of  approximately  41  gallons. 
During  the  year  1 15  samples  were  taken  from  various  points  of  the 
distribution  system,  107  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory  and  8 
unsatisfactory.  Samples  taken  later  at  these  points  were  satisfactory.

No  new  storm  water  sewers  were  laid  in  the  area  during  1964 
but  it  has  become  obvious  that  during  the  first  part  of  1965  actual 
work  on  laying  sewers  in  connection  with  the  St.  Day  and  Lanner 
Sewerage  Scheme  will  be  commenced. 

Five  sewers  in  connection  with  private  estate  development  were 
taken  over  as  public  sewers  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

No  serious  difficulties  were  experienced  during  1964  in  con- 
nection with  the  maintenance  of  the  sewerage  system  of  the  area. 
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Cesspool  and  Gully  Emptyings 

The  total  number  of  gullies  emptied  during  the  year  was  17,179. 
12,456  of  these  emptyings  were  in  connection  with  County  Council 
roads  and  4,723  were  emptyings  of  gullies  on  roads  administered 
by  the  Urban  Authority. 

582  cesspools  were  emptied  during  the  year,  this  is  62  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  demands  for  cesspool  emptyings  rise 
year  by  year  between  60  and  70  and  if  the  St.  Day  and  Lanner 
Sewerage  Scheme  was  not  now  imminent  it  would  become  almost 
impossible  to  maintain  a reasonable  service  in  this  direction.  It  is 


hoped,  however,  that  as  a sewer  is  available  in  the  eastern  ward 
many  of  the  properties  at  present  served  by  cesspools  will  be  con- 

nected  to  the  Council’s  sewer.

(e)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

The  main  provisions  of  this  Act  came  into  force  during  1964 
and  the  Council  appointed  Mr.  C.  Ford  to  act  as  an  Inspector  under 
the  Act  to  carry  out  the  necessary  inspections.  Mr.  Ford  commenced 
his  work  in  July,  1964  and  as  the  registration  of  premises  was  far 
from  complete  he  visited  all  premises,  shops,  offices,  canteens, 
etcetera,  and  ascertained  which  of  these  should  be  registered  and 
which  did  not  come  within  the  purview  of  the  Act.  Generally  speak- 
ing he  was  well  received  and  the  proprietors  of  shops  and  office 
premises  were  quite  willing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Act.  There  has  been  no  cause  during  the  year  under  review  for  any 
statutory  action  of  any  description.

During  this  period  381  inspections  were  made  to  registered 
premises.  In  addition  a further  229  visits  were  made  to  shops  and 
office  premises  and  it  was  found  that  in  these  cases  the  premises  did 
not  come  under  the  Act. 

Despite  the  considerable  publicity  which  was  given  to  this  Act 
of  Parliament  registrations  were  not  generally  forthcoming  by  the 
1st  August,  1964.  as  required.  In  many  cases  visits  had  to  be  paid  to 
premises  asking  for  registration  forms  to  be  completed  and  this 
particularly  applied  to  privately  owned  shops. 

As  each  general  inspection  was  carried  out  a note  was  made  of 
the  points  which  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  and  a 
letter  was  sent  to  the  person  responsible  in  each  case  asking  for 
attention  to  be  given  to  such  items.  Below  is  a table  showing  the 
main  points  found  to  require  attention  and  the  number  of  cases  in 
which  letters  were  sent.

(f)  Atmospheric  Pollution 

During  the  year  under  review  six  furnaces  were  approved  under 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  This  is  the  first  time  that  any  serious  work 
in  connection  with  the  Clean  Air  Act  has  been  attempted  and  a 
number  of  complaints  concerning  atmospheric  pollution,  particu- 
larly from  trade  premises  were  received  during  the  year.  In  one  case, 
upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  furnace  was  inadequate  for 
the  demands  of  the  factory  and  the  Company  concerned  eventually 
provided  a furnace  of  larger  capacity  and  at  the  same  time  they 
increased  the  chimney  height  and  since  this  work  was  carried  out 
no  further  complaints  have  been  received. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  heights  of  chimneys  at 
new  premises  particularly  on  the  Industrial  Site  and  in  each  case 
the  height  of  the  chimney  was  calculated  from  the  graphs  provided 
in  the  memorandum  on  chimney  heights  issued  by  H.M.  Stationery 
Office. 

The  general  state  of  the  atmosphere  over  the  area  remains  good 
but  watch  has  to  be  kept,  particularly  where  industrial  buildings  are 
concerned,  to  see  that  atmospheric  pollution  does  not  take  place 
which  would  be  an  offence  under  the  Act.  One  of  the  Inspectors 
has  now  obtained  a special  qualification  in  Smoke  Abatement  and 
he  has  done  a considerable  amount  of  work  during  the  year  on 
smoke  abatement  from  industrial  premises  and  has  discussed 
problems  of  this  nature  with  factory  owners. 

(g)  Inspection  of  Animal  Premises 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Three  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
shops  where  pet  animals  are  kept  for  sale. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963 

The  above  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1964 
and  three  licences  were  granted  in  connection  with  this  Act  during 
the  year.  Generally  the  establishments  in  this  area  are  quite  small 
for  either  the  boarding  of  cats  or  dogs  and  no  particular  difficulties 
are  being  experienced. 

Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957 

All  premises  were  visited  frequently  during  the  year  to  ensure 
that  the  conditions  of  the  licence  were  being  observed.  A further 
four  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  and  one  licence  was 
cancelled.

During  1964  the  Council  altered  the  Housing  Points  Scheme 
which  will  be  used  to  assist  them  in  the  allocation  of  houses  to  those 
on  the  housing  list.  The  scheme  is  rather  more  complicated  than  has 
been  previously  used  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  that  in  order 
to  allocate  points  for  overcrowding,  housing  conditions,  etcetera,  a 
visit  by  a member  of  the  Public  Health  Department’s  staff  had  to  be 
made.  Some  718  application  forms  were  dealt  with  by  the  Depart- 
ment and  1 .100  visits  were  paid  to  premises  in  connection  with  these 
applications.  This  threw  a considerable  amount  of  work  on  the 
Department  but  a greater  knowledge  was  obtained  of  the  state  of 
houses  throughout  the  area  than  was  known  from  visits  as  a result 
of  complaints,  etcetera.  In  many  cases  notices  to  owners  were  issued 
as  a direct  result  of  these  visits  and  it  would  appear  that  the  scheme 
is  now  working  well  and  that  a good  system  of  co-operation  between 
the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Departments  has  been  evolved.

(h)  Housing  of  Special  Categories 

(i)  Rehousing  on  Medical  Grounds 

104  applications  were  investigated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  classified  according  to  the  new  points  scheme, 
which  allocates  a maximum  of  20  points  for  health  reasons. 

(ii)  Rehousing  of  Problem  Families 

During  the  year  one  family  having  the  help  of  the  Family 
Welfare  Worker  was  rehoused. 

(iii)  Cara  Brea  Site 

The  Council  gave  consideration  to  the  resettlement  of  the 
families  in  caravans  on  this  unlicensed  site.  Further  efforts 
failed  to  find  a municipal  site  but  the  Housing  Committee 
agreed  to  rehouse  suitable  families  in  older  type  Council 
houses. 

(iv)  W.A.A.F.  Site 

A further  report  was  made  on  the  rehousing  of  the  remaining 
17  families  in  this  nissen  type  dwelling.  All  but  four  of  the 
families  could  be  rehoused  in  older  type  Council  accommoda- 
tion. 

The  housing  Committee  decided  to  rehouse  all  the  families 
as  soon  as  suitable  housing  is  available  and  demolish  the  huts 
as  they  become  empty.  Two  huts  were  demolished  during  the 
year. 

The  Family  Welfare  Worker  gives  support  to  families  on 
the  site  in  order  to  upgrade  their  standard  of  living  and  prepare 
them  for  life  in  an  urban  setting.

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TABLE  II.  MEAT  INSPECTION  — REASONS  FOR  CONDEMNATION 
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The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  during  1964  was  49  tons 
15  cwts.  Throughout  the  year  one  hundred  per  cent,  meat  inspection 
was  maintained  at  all  slaughtering  premises  within  the  area  and  this 
again  required  a considerable  amount  of  overtime  particularly  at 
week  ends  for  the  meat  inspectors  engaged  by  this  authority. 

The  Council  continued  with  their  policy  of  charging  for  meat 
inspection  and  the  smaller  establishments  slaughtering  one  or  two 
animals  at  a time  are  charged  at  the  full  rate  and  by  and  large  the 
large  establishments  are  now  charged  at  half  rates  on  the  numbers 
actually  slaughtered  month  by  month. 

This  year  saw  a falling  off  of  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
from  the  peak  of  1963.  During  1964,  161,420  animals  were 
slaughtered,  whereas  in  1963,  173,252  animals  were  slaughtered. 
This  variation  is  common  and  occurs  year  by  year  but  nevertheless 
a considerable  kill  was  maintained  in  the  Urban  Area  during  the 
year  under  review. 


(d)  Other  Foods 

323  visits  were  made  to  shops  and  premises  other  than 
slaughterhouses  in  connection  with  the  examination  and  condemna- 
tion of  food  for  human  consumption.

1,397  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  food  premises  during 
the  year,  this  is  again  an  increase  on  the  visits  made  during  the 
previous  year  for  similar  purposes.  Reference  to  this  part  of  Public 
Health  work  has  been  regularly  given  in  previous  reports  and  it  is 
work  of  considerable  importance  which  1 feel  does  not  get  sufficient 
attention.  Every  effort  is  made  to  give  more  and  more  regular  visits 
to  food  premises  in  order  that  a safe  and  satisfactory  standard  in 
the  handling  of  food  for  human  consumption  can  be  maintained.

GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1964 
was  499  compared  with  581  in  1963.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for 
by  the  decrease  in  the  cases  of  measles. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

The  number  of  Camborne-Redruth  mothers  confined  in 
hospital  and  developing  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  five.  Two  cases 
occurred  in  domiciliary  confinements. 

The  Maternity  Unit  at  Redruth  serves  most  of  the  County. 
1,808  hospital  births  were  notified  and  21  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
occurred.  This  gives  an  incidence  of  12  cases  per  1,000  births  in 
hospital  practice. 

Streptococcal  Infection 

Cases  of  both  Scarlet  Fever  and  Erysipelas  were  sporadic 
throughout  the  year. 

Pneumonia 

32  cases  (59%)  occurred  in  persons  over  45  years  of  age,  and 
9 (16%)  in  pre-school  children,  2 cases  of  infants  under  1 year  of 
age  were  notified. 

Measles 

The  epidemic  which  began  spreading  in  August  1963  continued 
until  April  of  1964,  in  all  667  cases  were  notified  during  this  period. 
Sporadic  cases  continued  to  occur  in  each  successive  month  until 
the  beginning  of  October. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

21  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  through- 
out the  year,  giving  a case  incidence  of  0.57  per  1,000  population. 

98  contacts  of  these  new  notifications  were  investigated,  giving 
a contact  rate  of  5 persons  per  notified  case.  The  table  below  shows 
the  type  of  contact  investigated.  One  adult  refused.

Three  non-pulmonary  cases  were  notified  in  1964.  In  addition 
there  were  four  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  arriving  in  the 
area  from  other  districts.  12  pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to 
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hospital.  The  length  of  stay  in  hospital  varied  from  1 week  to  12 
months.  One  pulmonary  and  1 non-pulmonary  case  were  notified 
for  the  first  time  at  death.

Two  males  and  one  female  in  the  65-74  year  age  group  died 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  There  were  no  deaths  from  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis. 

Contact  Tracing  and  Protection 

During  1964.  80  persons  were  given  B.C.G.  by  the  Chest 
Physician  being  contacts  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and 
9 were  found  after  being  mantoux  tested,  not  to  require  B.C.G. 
vaccination. 

A further  73  were  B.C.G’d.  for  other  reasons.
